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Section 24. The franchises, privileges and immunities
heretofore granted to said railroad company are hereby
extended and continued in full force and operation
until the first day of April, 1881, and from the first
day of April, 1881, to the first day of April, 1884:
_provided, that not less than fitteen miles of said railroad
extending from the city of Milwaukee westward, shall
be constructed and in operation on or before April 1,
1881.

CHAPTER 93.

AN ACT to change the time of holding the annunal meeting of
the county board of St. Croix county, and to repeal chapter
}wo 118undred and thirty-eight of the general laws of Wisconsin

or 1875. .

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented tn senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SecTION 1. The county board of supervisors of St. Meetings of
Croix county shall meet annually, on the Tuesday next
succeeding the second Monday in November in each
year, at the county seat of said county, for the transac-
tion of business as a board of supervisors. They may
